From the Times

In the politleal campaigns which are now in
progress in New York and Pennsylvania and In
weveral of the Western States, we are glad Lo spe
& more moderate, conservative, and pacitic tone
beginning to prevail, While Congress wus in
sesdion, the constant appeald of members to
violent pussions and party prejudices kept the
popular mind ina state of the most perilows ex-
eitement; and during the luter suminer months
wo have had severnl politien! whirlwinds that
have swept over the country with n fury which
threatened genernl destruotion, The laneungs
used on the stump and io the press hus been of
acharacter unknown 1o the politieal convests of
former times. We huve always, it is true, boen
accustomed to lond and blusterine talk upon
such oconsion#; and the frothy diniripes ol
Democratic and Whig partisans oiten reachad
climaxes a4 lofty ns they were ludicroos, Bat,
after all, thore wore bounds beyond whioh they
never stepped. All parties were ugrecd wpon
certaln general principles, in which were em
braced the undameninl doctrines ol the Goy-
ernment, and the continuanee of peacetul and
friendly relations under all circumstauees,

But, during the pnst year, we heve had, In
muny quurters, the wildest and most revolo-
tionary appeals, the most feroclons and san-
guinary threats, all pourcd foeth under an ex-
citement a8 itense w8 1the lrenzy of war itseln,
The very toundntion principles ol our political
strocture have been unserapulonsly nesiiled ns
ol no account, and the invectives and menacas
sgamst the administrators of our nublic wifairs
have been sgeh as are uttered only by revolu-
fionists against the most intolerable tyrants. In
fuct, what we have been hearing (rom radioal
sources hus been more like the wild lsnguage
we listened to just betore the outbreak of the

reat Rebellion, than like anything ever nefore

nown in the couatry, Thow wno HPPONS
that this sort of thing has no influencs upon
the popular mind and the public action, ignore
the tacts of our own times and the lesgons of
history; and those who imagine that it does not
&t the spme time give certam indientions of i
hested and dangerous condidon of atfairs in
the country, overlook the way in which it is re
celved and the nature of the results it produces.

We are sure no Intelligent and dispassionate
obsevyer has been able to regard withoot alarm
the extreme violence of partisan displays during
the lnst year, It is evident 1ot nose acquainted
with humnau vature and the workings of the
human passions, that it continnance wonld
mike imposgible the continunnce of peaoe and
the permanent existence ol our froe institutions.
The one und the other depend upon the control
of renson In our pohtical allairs, and I8 necend-
ancy in the public mind. They depend HpoO
the prevalence of a spirit of compromise, moral

conservatism,und  reverence for law, m the
country. They are utterly meompatible wich
the spirit or the language of violence and vin-
dictiveness, of ultraism or sectionalism, which
have been displayed by such men as Stevens,
Butler, Brownlow, and others of like kldney,

If there has been within u sbort time o mode-
rating of the inteusity of politicul langunge a:&t

leeling—and there can be no doubt that thde
hue been, at lenst in vhis State—iy may be attFi-
buted to # vuriety of enuses, Chief among these
i8 the very powerful and pervasive tnfluenee
that has sprung from the course of the nitiongl
conservatives, Ivhas been felt in a thousand
ways and a thousand directions, The grent
strength of the conservative movement aoted o
A warning to the more extreme lenders, and
restrained them in pressing the more violent of
their schemes; while the people ot large have
been compelled, upon reflection, to admit the in.

pagsion even in the midst of a political cam-
paign, is the assurnuce that is felt on all lufmls
of tne approaching trivmph of the Republican
Union pawty, both n this State aud Pennsyl-
vania, as well asin the West, Of the faoct itsnlf
there ure tew doublers among sstule politicians,
and the rank and file of both parties are as well
uware of it 4s their leaders, And the influence
of this assured trivmph in moderating the tone
and language of the more radical members of
the party, will be easily understood by those
who are in the habit of watching the course of
parties under analogons cironmstances,

We rejolce proloundly over éven the appear-
ance of anything like a moderatinvg of the un-
happy temper which has ot late acquired such a
power in our polines, If the gloilous institu-
tions of our couniry are 10 be maintaned in per-
petulty, it most be through the dominsnce of
Téason, not ol passion.

We are gorry to hoar Mrom Washiington that
the President has anthorized *“‘an emphatic
deninl” of the statement that he wns about to
modify his policy to the estent of recommend-
Ing the Constitutionnl umendment of Congriks Lo
the adoption of the unrepresented Southern
Sintes, A rure opportunity s now offered for
o lnpk movement on the part of Mr, Johnson,
which, it promptly seized and followed up,
will be ps docislve againse the Nortbern rod-
culs fs owere Generad Geant's flankonge opera-
tions agninst the Rebel army of Petersburd and
Richmond, We are sorry, therefore, to hear
that Mr. Joho=on dechnes to avail bimaelr of
this golden opportunity, because he  thus
lenves us to the conclasion that he compre-
hends neither the advantages nor the dangers of
his present situation,

We underatand that he is opposed to the Con
stitutional amendment now belore the States,
tret, beenuee he holds it to be i vielahon of the
fifth arvicle of the Constitution, which savs that
“‘nu State ghail be doprived withoor its consent
of its equal su'rage o the Sennte,” When this
amendment under consideration in Cun-
eross, cloven excluded States were begging for
mdimission, which was retused. They were,
therelore (a8 we are infored the President puts
Ihe ewse), deprived, withoot thelr consent, of
this “equal sutirage,” which ke contends Invali-
dites the whole procdeding, 1o voply, we have
to suy that it Presadent Johnson hak no better
nreument thau ihis in the premises, he has not
an Inch of ground to stand upon., Holding i
rigiddly to the Constitution, we inight remind
m that there ig no binding force m bis con-
ditions of restoration exacted of the late Rebel
Stales untll approved by Coneress, the laws
muking power,

What he did, however, in the abeence of Con-
gress, and in the exercise of the diseretionary
war ]'mu.l_'r conlerred by Congress, we nold wus
enlitled to respect: but av the same time the
powers ol Congress over the geoerul subjeet re-
